The breeders from all over the country who 
Were at Saratoga seemed to be in a much more 
°ptimistic state than we had seen them in in 
years. Sales values were good. The prices 
obtained for fillies were a great deal higher than 
had been the case in a number of years. It is 
a good thing to see this for without the fillies 
there is no breeding. There were a considerable 
number of Marylanders buying yearlings; the 
hst of their purchases is elsewhere in this issue 
°f The Maryland Horse. It seemed to us that 
though the number of the yearlings up for sale 
Was smaller than usual the quality of those we 
saw was above the average. There were no 
Maryland consignments except that from 


Belair Stud which brought the healthy average 
of $1,800, due to Granville’s racing here and 
Omaha’s abroad.

Branncastle Farm 


One of the newest and one of the best of 
the Maryland stud farms is Branncastle Farm, 
owned by W. L. Brann of New York and 
Robert S. Castle, the latter of whom both lives 
on the place and manages it. Situated in the 
fertile county of Frederick Branncastle covers 
close on two hundred rolling acres situated 
over a limestone subsoil. Originally laid out 
for a Percheron breeding farm by the late 
William Oyster of Washington the place had 
had nothing but cattle on it for a dozen or so 
years previous to its purchase by the partners, 
Brann and Castle. 

These gentlemen came into racing about ten 
years ago with a few horses which were raced 
around the mid western tracks by Royal Roberts 
who still trains the racing string of the outfit. 
Deciding that they needed a place to settle 
down and to locate the mares they had gathered 
after long search the present farm was decided 
upon. Next thing to be done was to acquire 
a horse to race with the best and later go to 
stud and to this end C. J. Fitzgerald was com¬ 
missioned to get such a horse in England. This 
Fitz was able to do as, owing to the death of 
Lord Dewar, the Classic engagements of the bay 
colt Challenger, rated about the best two year 
old in England, were voided and his heir was 
amenable to sales talk. Unfortunately the colt 
was hurt shortly after purchase and his racing 
career was curtailed thereby. On retirement 
from racing Challenger, a compactly made bay 
colt by Swinford out of Sword Play by Eager 
was installed at the head of the small but select 
lot of mares at Branncastle and his success from 
the start has been notable. With each succeed¬ 
ing crop of foals Challenger has drawn more 
and better mares and he appears now to be 
headed for a real place in the sun. Among the 
breeders patronizing '‘•''Challenger this season 
were Admiral Cary T. Grayson, who sent Flying 
Comet by Peter Pan; J. W. Y. Martin who sent 
the good mares Con Amore and Unfurled, 
Jouett Shouse who bred the one mare he keeps 
in the East, Grace R.; Edward Friendlv of Vir¬ 
ginia sent a good Man O’ War mare, Shell Hole 
to the son of Swynford; Robert S. Clark bred 
an Epinard mare to him. Among the other 


visitors were Lady Capulet and Design from 
Tranquillity Farm; After Dark from C. J. 
Fitzgerald; Bright Luna from Major Ral Parr; 
Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s In India by "Durbar II; 
Wm. Ziegler Jr.’s Helenita; and three from the 
Crescent Stable, Fair Crest, Cresta II and 
" Imagination II. 

Among the stud’s own mares are Julia N. by 
Ballot; Laura Gal by *Sir Gallahad III; Phenom¬ 
enon; Crackle; Khara; Florence Kranz and St.

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AZOTURIA 

An Outstanding Authority Looks At An Old Enemy

Through the courtesy of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Owners and Trainers Association of 
Illinois we are permitted to reprint the follow¬ 
ing article on the disease known as Azotuna. 
The article, by an eminent veterinarian, appeared 
in the Thoroughbred Bulletin, the official organ 
of the mid-western group. 

A ZOTURIA is a common, and often an 
k. extremely serious disease. It has been esti¬ 
mated by good authorities that 40 to 50 per 
cent of cases terminate fatally. The pre¬ 
disposing causes which favor the development 
of this disease are: (1) an animal accustomed 
to regular work, that is in quite high flesh, and 
is being fed a full grain diet high in proteid 
elements, (2) a day or two of enforced idleness 
without reduction of grain ration, which (3) is 
followed by a period of exercise. 

It is probable that an accumulation of pro- 
teid material takes place in the sytem during 
the period of idleness, which is rapidly broken 
down shortly after exercise begins. Just how 
this excess of proteids in the body causes 
azoturia to develop, and what the relation is 
between the hyper-nitrogenized condition, and 
the chain of symtoms which ensue, is neces¬ 
sarily highly problematical. The late Professor 
James Law made the following observations 
concerning this disease: "Azoturia is rather a 
disease of the liver and blood-forming functions 
than of the kidney, but as prominent symptoms 
are loss of control over the hind limbs and the 
passage of ropy and dark colored urine, the 
vulgar idea is that it is a disorder of the urin¬ 
ary organs. It is a complex affection directly 
connected with a plethora in the blood of mtro- 
genized constituents, with extreme nervous and 
muscular disorder, and the excretion of a 
dense reddish or brownish urine. It is direct y 
conected with high feeding, especially on highly 
nitrogenized foods (oats, beans, peas, vetc tes, 
cottonseed meal), and with a period of idleness 
in the stall under full rations. The disease is 
never seen at pasture, rarely under constant 
daily work, even though the feeding be high, 
and the attack is usually precipitated by taking 


the horse from the stable and subjecting it to 
exercise or work. The poisoning is not present 
when taken from the stable, as the horse is 
likely to be lively and spirited, but he will 
usually succumb under the first hundred yards 
or half mile of exercise. It seems as if the 
aspiratory power of the chest under the sudden 
exertion and accelerated breathing speedily drew 
from the gorged liver and abdominal veins 
(portal) the accumulated store of nitrogenous 
matter in an imperfectly oxidized or elaborated 
condition, and as if the blood, surcharged with 
these materials was unable to maintain the 
heathly functions of the nerve centers and 
muscles. It has been noticed rather more 
frequently in mares than in horses, attributable, 
perhaps, to the nervous excitement attendant 
on heat, and to the fact that the unmutilated 
mare is naturally more excitable than the docile 
gelding.” 

The symptoms appear suddenly with little 
or no warning, are very plain, and should be 
easily recognized. The animal is brought out 
of the stable after being well fed, and a day 
or so of rest. He is full of life, and appears 
to be in the best of health. After travelling 
a short distance it is noticed that he is 
becoming dull and sluggish, perspires freely, 
and exhibits a stiffness in the loins and one or 
both hind legs. The animal may stagger, 
crouches behind, the legs are in a state of semi¬ 
flexion, and finally being unable to maintain a 
standing posture, drops to the ground. The 
muscles of the loins and hips are rigid to the 
touch, are tender on pressure, and may tremble 
or twitch. When the psoas muscles are in¬ 
volved, the animal may suffer excruciating 
pain. The pulse is usually quickened; respiration 
becomes more rapid, and the temperature is 
elevated. If the urine is passed, it will be 
highly colored—either dark red, brown or 
black. The abnormal color is due mainly to the 
presence of hemoglobin, which is a normal 
constituent of the red blood cells. If urged to 
stand, the animal may be able to regain the 
use of his anterior extremities, and assumes a 
standing posture in front , with his hind legs 
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crumpled up under him, his stifles, hocks and 
ankles, flexed, and tail upon the ground. This 
is a characteristic posture, and to the casual 
observer appears to be a "broken back.” 

Animals affected with azoturia may die with¬ 
in a few hours, or they may survive for several 
days. There is little hope of recovery in those 
cases in which severe nervous symptoms develop. 
In this form of the disease the animal lies out¬ 
stretched upon its side, and keeps up an almost 
continual pawing, or paddling, with his front 
feet—even to the point of wearing holes or 
grooves in the ground or dirt floor. From time 
to time the animal—due to pain and excitement 
—pounds the under side of his head against 
the ground or floor, cruelly bruising the skin 
covering any bony prominence, especially in 
the region of the eye. In many of these cases 
it would be an act of mercy to put the patient 
out of his misery. In the milder forms of the 
disease, recoveries may be expected. Occasion¬ 
ally, a partial paralysis of the hind legs may 
exist for a long time, and this may be followed 
by atrophy of the crural muscles. These 
muscles—the vastus internus, the vastus ex- 
ternus, and the rectus femoris—are situated 
along the anterior border of the femur, extend¬ 
ing from the vicinity of the hip joint to the 
patella, in the region of the stifle. The wasting 
of the muscles mentioned is due to some injury 
to the innervation of the parts, and interferes 
with the ability to stand. 

The causes and symptoms of azoturia having 
been discussed, we may with profit briefly allude 
to the prevention of the malady. Should a spell 
of bad weather prevail—interfering with the 
usual exercise or work—the grain ration should 
be reduced to a minimum. If the size of the 
stable will permit, a certain amount of exercise 
may be taken indoors. Many years ago, while 
a student of veterinary medicine in Toronto, 
the writer distinctly remembers seeing the 
horses from the fire station situated directly 
across from the college, taking their daily 
exercise regardless of the condition of the 
weather. One horse would be ridden, while 
two others would be led—back and forth— 
until sufficiently exercised. This procedure was 
to guard against azoturia, and was carried out 
even during pouring rains, or blinding snow 
storms. 

The instant that an animal begins to exhibit 


symptoms of azoturia, as have been described, 
stop him where he stands. Wait a few minutes, 
and then, if he seems to be somewhat easier and 
less distressed, he may be very slowly and 
cautiously moved to the nearest shelter available. 
If the weather is cold or inclement, he should 
be blanketed and kept as comfortable as possible. 
Then send for a veterinarian if one is available. 
In the meantime, if the patient can be kept 
upon his feet, so much the better. Do not 
attempt to remove the animal to his stable at 
this "stage of the game,” as every muscular 
movement will aggravate his condition, and 
be just "another nail in his coffin.” Pay no 
attention to the advice of well-meaning, but 
poorly informed bystanders, even though one 
of them may assure you that his "Uncle Bill 
cured a worse case than this one by giving him 
melted goose grease, followed by rubbing the 
roof of his mouth with the neck of the 
bottle.” This horse requires expert care, and 
plenty of it. Under the right kind of treat¬ 
ment there is about a fifty-fifty chance of 
saving him. 

The treatment of azoturia is frequently un¬ 
satisfactory, even with the most skilled prac¬ 
titioner in charge. The purpose of this article 
is to direct attention to the prevention, rather 
than to the treatment of the disease. 

If the urine is not voided naturally, the 
patient must be catheterized as soon as possible 
Bearing in mind the conditions which have 
brought about the attack, it is quite apparent 
that rapid elimination is the most important 
thing to be accomplished. Just what agents 
and medicaments are to be employed in bring-

ing about these results, must be left to the 
judgment of the attending veterinarian. Each 
case presents more or less an individual problem. 

Drugs that will stimulate the excretory 
organs certainly are indicated, and in many 
cases nerve sedatives must be employed. After 
the acute stage has passed, a different line of 
treatment must be carried out.
